She 
had frankly admitted her infrac 
tion of the rules and understood 
that her punishment would require 
an additional year of training if 
readmitted, but the board had rul- 
ed she could not transfer to an- 
other hospital or complete train 
ing in this state. 

Watson said in a letter to Mrs.
